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Variable Condition of Soils. 


Though it be true that the experienced farmer may 
at sight deteet the character of a soil; still, we be- 
lieve it equally true that he is exceedingly liable to 
underrate them. Ifa field from New Jersey should 
be transferred to a farm in Maine, its greenish look- 
ing sand would look exceedingly forbidding to the 
farmer of our own State. He would look upon it as 
a barren soil; yet experience has proved that in spite 
of that it has been made of the most productive char- 
acter for certain kinds of fruits and vegetables. It 
contains concealed within it a good deal of potash 
which readily acts on the other elements rendering 
them soluble food for vegetation. If you go up the 
Annapolis river in Nova Scotia, you will find a red 
soil obtained from the decomposition of the red sand- 
stone. It looks almost like powdered brick, and al- 
most a8 uppromising for vegetation ; but splendid crops 
of grass, oats and potatoes grow there. Cultivation 
of the soil with suitable manure improves it. 

In a large portion of Maine the soil is underlaid by 
Argillaceous slates, the same in composition as roofing 
slates. The soil is generally ‘intermixed with frag- 
ments of these slates, even though in other respects it 
is a coarse and poor soil. On clearing such lands im- 
mense crops are generally produced, but after a few 
years, @ suspicion creeps over the owner that his soil 
will not hold out, The fires that had furnished pot- 
ash and other elements when the land was cleared, 
fail to produce these stimulants to the crop, and dis- 
appointment is liable to follow; but he begins to plow 
and cultivate and manure his soil, and he finds his 
reward in excellent crops, and forever afterwards, as 
long as he treats his land well, that will treat him 
well in return. 

These remarks will apply to those portions of the 
State where the soil varies from a sandy coil through 
all the various loams and mixtures to that of blue 
clay. A pure sand hill will contain more than ninety 
per cent, of sand. Such a soil is not a productive one 
only at great expense. A clay soil will contain more 
than sixty per cent. of pure clay, with more or less in 
this State of potash, soda and sand. A clay soil is 
more likely to procure good crops than a purely sandy 
soil, provided it can be properly worked. 

A sandy loam contains an excess of the clay over 
the sand. Then we havea granite soil resulting chief- 
ly from the decomposition and wearing down of the 
granite rocks. Nearly all the elements are present in 
this class of soils; and just im proportion as it is 
worked over, will it be productive. 

Some soils in this State have an excess of oxide of 
iron and sulphur. This can also be rectified by culti- 
vation and ty the use of lime. Itis rare, perhaps 
never the case, that in this State we have a soil with 
an excess of lime. Even in the limestone districts it 
has been swept off by diluvial action. It is fortunate 
for the farmers of Maine that we have no soil which 
cannot be improved by cultivation and by drainage. 
Good farming shows itself everywhere, and however 
diverse the soils even on the same farm, they may all 
be made productive by effort. We know that in many 
portions of the State the soil has been wonderfully im- 
proved by higher cultivation even on lands that once 
were considered worn out. Science has stimulated 
men toahigher aim and to glorious results. Tue 
man who seizes on everything that indicates true pro- 
gress will certainly succeed. 
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Our Fair as Seen by Others. 


It would be gratifying to us, and no doubt interest- 
ing to our readers could we transfer to our columns 
the various accounts of our recent State Fair, as they 
come to us in the leading agricultural and other journ- 
als of New England. This however, would be quite 
impossible, as it would take several issues of the 
Farmer to contain these reports. But while we re- 
turn our thanks to these journals for the handsome 
manner in which they have spoken of the exhibition, 
and of our connection with it, we cannot forbear to 
copy the following from the Massachusetts Plowman, 
—a journal of sterling qualities, which has, deserved- 
ly, great influence with the farmers of New Eng- 
land: 


*‘The exhibition, as an exhibition, is a success. The 
entries are varied and numerous in nearly every de- 
ete although our Maine brethren would 

ardly expect us to compare them with the great New 
England Society, yet, in their exhibition of horses, we 
think the show could not be considered inferior to the 
Fair at New Haven. One of the grandest elements of 
strength was manifested in the evening meetings and 
discussions. In this respect, the New Englaud Socie- 
ty has set @ most notable example, and well have our 
Maine friends followed it. On every evening there 
was a farmers’ gathering for discussions, and the 
farmers gathered; and the farmers taiked; and the 
farmers gave their observation and experience, and 
the results of such meetings and discussions in which 
soch men as Lang, and Scammon and others, not so 
well known but equally knowing, participated, were 
worth the entire cost of the exhibition. Yes, had 
there not been a sheep, or a hog, or a horse, or an ox, 
or an agricultural implement on the great exhibition 
ground, but had the people assembled as they did 
from the north, the east and the west, simply to take 
part in and listen to those sound, practical, common 
sense discussions, which were a part of this great An- 
nual Fair, enough would have resulted to have com- 
pensated for all the labor and all the money which the 
officers of the society had expended. But aside from 

these discussions the exhibition was a success. The 
horses were never beaten in number or in quality. 

The oxen, the sheep, the cows, the swine were all 

good; and although some of the stock departments 

were not as large as some we have seen, they were all 
creditable to the yeomanry of the State. We have 
never been better pleased either with an exhibition or 
its results.’’

Notes from Our Copy Drawer. 


Hasits or Hens. One of our worthy subscribers 
says the habits of hens depend much apon the habits 
of the family keeping them. If the household rises 
early the hens will do the same, but if on the other 
hand the farmer’s family are sluggish in the morning, 
the hens will be slow to leave their perch. Being an 
early riser himself, our informant says he invariably 
places a lantern in his hen-house in the early morn- 
ing to allow his hens light in leaving the roost and 
seeking their nests. Our opinion would be that un- 
less by this method he can induce his hens to lay two 
eggs per day, the expense of the light would hardly 
pay. Better keep them on their roost until daylight- 
A Crvuet Practice Aspanponsp. Formerly it was 
the practice among those having new milch cows to 
dispose at the Brighton (Mass.) market, to bring 
them to market with their udders extended to the ut- 
most capacity, having two or three milkings undrawn 
therefrom. This matter, having received the atten- 
tion of the “‘Massachusetts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals,’’ is now regulated by statute 
law, and the cruel practice has been abandoned. All 
cows now appear at market with milk entirely drawn 
frum their udders.

Corn in Ninery Days, ~Mr. W. H. Y. Johnson of 
East Eddington, informs us that he usually plants his 
corn about June 10th, and invariably has good corn. 
This year he gathered his seed corn for next year, 
from a field the seed of which was planted just three 
months previous—most of the stalks standing eight 
feet high.

State Agricultural Society. 
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For the Maine Farmer. 
Shall our Agricultural College prove 
a Success ?—No, 2.- 


Having briefly stated some of the most important 
truths to be taught and practiced, by the managers 
and instructors in the college, to insure its success, [ 
wish to call attention to the duty of the laboring mass- 
es at home, especially farmers and their sons. In my 
previous article on this sabject,[ am made to say, 
‘published opinions as to the drudgery and servility 
of labor.’” I meant exactly the reverse. Published | 
opinions on the dignity and respectability of labor and ‘ 
of laborers, are almost univ in their favor, es- 
pecially where laboring men vote for rulers. The pub- 
lished opinions of editors, public lecturers, physicians, 
writers on political ecoonomy—in short, a'l who express 
opinions at all on the subject, (and especially politi- 
cians, when they want the laboring man’s vote) are 
loud in their encomiums on labor and laboring people. 
What I intended to say, and what I now maintain, 
is that in the general estimation of the people, hard, 
physical labor, such as must be performed to procure 
food for man and beast, is regarded as hateful drudg- 
ery, to be avoided if practicable. It is not regarded 
as positively disgraceful todo bard work, and yet it 
amounts to about that. Everybody knows that the 
great mass of mankind must always be, as they have 
always been, laborers; h nce a large portion of the 
people are com tively resigned to their fate. Those 
who think the Creator has endowed them with brains 
enough to make other people grow the corn and pota- 
toes, to produce the comforts and luxuries of life, and 
to perform the general drudgery of life for them, are 
generally profuse in professions of respect and regard 
for the laborer, because they know the labor must be} 
performed at all events. Is thisa candid and fair 
statement of public opinion in regard to manual labor, 
noiwithstanding the talk of its dignity, and the honor 
due those who perform it? I think [ hardly need to 
introduce a fact or argument to prove that such is, at 
present, the most baneful and injurious view taken, 
of what God intended asa blessing, and which has a 
most blighting and withering influence on all the great 
interests of our State and people—material, moral, so- | 
cial and religious, and which it should be the mission | 
of the Agricultural College, in concert with the labor- | 
ing pepesetton, to correct, 

erhaps, having advanced doctrines at variance 
with the expressed sentiments of those to whom we 
look as our guides and instructors, I am in duty bound | 
to give some evidence to sustain my positions. [ will | 
then say ‘‘that actions speak louder than words.” Who 
that talks of its being honorable and dignified to do | 
hard physical labor, that performs it unless he is oblig- 
ed to? Words are often unconsciously uttered that 
demonstrate the honest sentiment of the heart. A 
member of our Legislature while advocating an ap-| 
propriation for one of our institutions of learning a) 
few years since, is reported to have said, “*but for the | 
institution he should himself to-day been nothing but | 
acommon farmer.’ An intelligent farmer in one of | 
our inland towns, not long since, when speaking of | 
his sons, said: ‘*I have one son that I intend to give a 
liberal education, that he may enter one of the pro- 
fessions, as he has brains enough to live without 
work.’? Farmers are almost uniformly looking to the 
**good time coming,’’ when they shall be able to hire 
laborers to do all their hard work, and they be mere- 
ly overseers. Men seek for clerkship, traveling agen- | 
cies, political positions, and petty offives. The pro- | 
fessions are crowded to their utmost tension, especially | 
the profession of law; and our judiciary system which 
was intended by its founders to be a refuge from in- | 
justice and oppression, is turned into a system of lega- | 
tized robbery in order that as many as possible may | 
live and grow rich on the labor of others, while they | 
monopolize about all the offices of honor or profit, | 
and control the Legislation of the country, State and | 
Nation, swelling the expenses of government just 
in proportion to the ease with which they can extort 
money from the people without manual labor. I can 
hardly conceive of anything that some men will not | 
do to avoid digging for a living. They will sell intox- | 
icating poisons, keep gambling houses, gamble, steal 
or murder to get the earnings of others, without labor. | 
It seems to me that there are reasons why there is | 
so much dread of physical labor, which may, and 
ought to be corrected by laborers themselves, and | 
which would certainly aid the labors of those in charge 
of the Agricultural School. One reason is that those | 
doomed to labor, and who have todo the work that | 
others ought to do, have to work so long and so hard | 
when they are at it, that all their energies, physical | 
andmental, become prostrated, and it is really a drudg- 
ery that may well be dreaded. 
It was my intention in this communication to call 








those committed to their charge, so as to make them 

feel that farm work is indeed a servility from which 

they desire to be relieved in some way. But I will 

come to it in my next.

Remedy for Red Water in Cattle. 


Messrs. Eprrors:—I noticed an inquiry in the 
Farmer, for a cure for red water in cows and oxen, 
or a discharge of bloody water. AsI have seen no 
remedy given I will send you mine : 

For a cow, I take two ounces of nitric acid and di- 
vide it into three equal parts, and give one part in 
half a pint of water every other day, till I give the 
whole. This is a sute remedy, that never fails unless 
the animal is past cure. For oxen I-give one ounce 
for a dose. 

A correspondent raises tall tomatoes by trimming 
his vines. I raise large ones by not trimming them. 
I raised upon one stem, four inches from the main 
steck, two tomatoes, one weighing two pounds, thir- 
teen ounces, the other one pound, two ounces, three 
inches further on the same stem, three tomatoes, one 
weighing one pound, two ounces, the other two seven 
ounces—making in all five and a half pounds.

SHORT HORNS. 
Herps, SwEersTaKes AND Butts. 

The committee apnointed by you to examine and 
award premiums on Short Horn stock, in Entry Book 
No. 1, have attended to the duty assigned them, to 
the best of their ability, and submit to you the follow- 
ing report : 

The animals, although not so large in numbers as 
we would like to see, we find by examination of pedi- 
grees to be in the first class of thoroughbreds in the 
United States, and it is gratifying to your committee, 
as it must be to the Society, to learn that such an in- 
terest is being taken in the breeding of this important 
breed of animals; and we hope all the fine qualities of 
good breeding will be carefully studied and pursued, 
until we shall be able to show an almost faultless class 
of animals. . 

The class of Short Horns presented at this Fair for 
examination, are of such a quality thatit is with diffi- 
culty, in some cases, to give a just decision. We find 
in Entry Book No.1, Sweepstakes, the Society’s med- 
al offered for the best bull of any age, of this breed. 
In this class four bulls were brought forward for com- 
petition:—the bull ‘Gen. Smith,’’ four years old, 
owned by Warren Percival, of Vassalboro; ‘*Mata- 
don, Jr.,’’ four years old, owned by Levi A. Dow, Wa- 
terville; ‘‘Rover,’’ two years old, owned by G. W. 
Hammond, Westbrook; “John Bull 3d,’ two years 
old, owned by James Sampson, Bowdoinham. After 
a careful examination and thorough discussion of all 
merits represented, it was decided by ballot to award 
the medal to ‘‘Gen. Smith,’’ as the best bull. 

For the best cow or heifer, Sweepstakes, five animals 
competed:—**Red Rose 3d’’ and **Roan Lady,’ owned 
by Warren Percival; ‘‘Marigold’’ and ‘Marigold 24,”’ 
owned by Henry Taylor, Waterville; ‘‘Stella,’’ owned 
by G. W. Hammond. Here was a very close compe- 
tion, each representing points of excellent stock and 
dairy qualities. After a full discussion of all merits 
represented, the medal was awarded to the cow “‘Stel- 
la,’’ owned by G. W. Hammond. 

The Herds brought forward for premiums were two 
in number:—one by Levi A. Dow, of five animals; 
and one by Warren Percival, of sevenanimals. After 
a careful examination of an equal number of animals 
in each herd, the Ist premium was awarded to Mr. 
Percival’s herd, 2d to Mr. Dow’s herd. 

The Society’s premiums on bulls two years old and 
over, are awarded as follows: 1st. premium to the bull 
“Gen. Suith,’’ owned by Mr. Percivall; 2d, to **Mat- 
adon Jr.,’’ owned by Mr. Dow; 3d, to “*Rover,”’ own- 
ed by Mr. Hammond. 

The Society’s premiums offered for the best bull 
calf, are awarded as follows: Ist, a diploma to Sum- 
ner A. Briggs & Brother, Livermore; 2d to W. H. 
Haynes, Smithfield. 

The preceding number of animals mentioned com- 
prised all that was brought forward for examination, 
each animal receiving a careful investigation, and de- 
cision made accordingly. Your committee here take 
the liberty to further state, thet every animal here 
mentioned is worthy of more notice than can be be- 
stowed upon them by your committee, according to 
the regulations of the Society. All of which we very 
respectfully submit.

Had our duties been with the ox 
or steer, the strong frame and well set muscle, char- 
acteristic of his breed, would alone have engaged our 
attention: or had it been with the brood mare, least 
of all would we have been expected to report her an 
excellent mare. But soimportant is the cow to man, 
that she seems to have a two fold power to bless, yield- 
ing to him a delicious and healthful beverage, making 
the hearts of his loved ones to leap with joy at the 
sight of ‘told moolly cow,’’ and causing the crimson

of most fathers and guardians in their treatment of | fases. In deciding what qualities in the cow should 


entitle her to the Society’s premium, we have consid- 
ered that they should not be partial but general, and 
that the cow that combined the most good points for 
the breeder, the dairyman, and the butcher, should 
stand in the first rank. True, she may possess some 
point of excellence in such strong measure as to atone 
for all dificiencies; yet the point your Committee 
would make is that she should breed well, milk well 
and die well. 

Your committee award to Red Rose, entered by 
Warren Percieal, the Society’s first’ premium of $15; 
to Stella, entered by G. W. Hammond, the second pre- 
mium of $10; and to Marygold, entered by Henry 
Taylor, the third, $5.

The Committee an Agricultural Implements, Entry 
Book No. 48, A, pertaining to tools for working the 
soil, and sundry other items as hereinafter detailed, 
submi: the following report : 
There was a large and varied exhibition of agricul- 
tural implements, generally of good workmanship and 
of the latest and most approved patterns. The man- 
ufacturers and venders of these implements, in our 
own and other States, are certainly entitled to high 
commendation for their efforts to supply the farmers 
with good tools, and for doing well their part in con- 
tributing to the interest and usefulness of this exhi- 
bition. 
Your committee, happening to be composed of plain, 
practical farmers, with an eye more to utility than 
fancy, beg leave to suggest that in some instances time 
and money have been wasted in a needlessly high finish 
and in ornamental painting. They woul! discourage 
all such expense, and suggest that a simple coat of 
varnish or ;aint to protect the materials of which the 
implements are composed, is all that is needed or de- 
sired by the farmers. 
We notice with pleasure and highly commend the 
practice of the best manufacturers of chill-hardening 
the parts most exposed to wear of plows, cultivators, 
horse-hoes, &c. The durability and efficiency of tools 
thus finished is greatly inereased, and farmers will 
not be slow in discerning this excellence, and in be- 
coming patrons of manufacturers who send out such 
work. And here justice compels us to call attention 
to the fact that the castings of implements presented 
by exhibitors from other States, are generaily smooth- 
er, (uot by grinding) better fitted and the parts sub- 
ject to greater wear, better protected by chilling than 
those manufactured in Maine. We call attention to 
this fact, in order that our Maine manufacturers who 
now, as we believe, excel in their patterns, particular- 
ly of plows, as adapted to Maine soils, may be led to 
excel also in quality and durability of their work. 
By the rules of the Soctety we are directed to award 
medals or diplomas to the best articles in their several 
classes. In the absence of all instruction as to what 
shall constitute the best, the committce have to say, 
we believe true excellence consists in the adaptability 
of avy implement to perform well the work for which 
it was intended. Good construction is, of course, ne- 
cessary, withoat it no imple is perfect, but good work 
is the all important point of excellence. We have 
further to say that we cannot, neither do we believe 
any one can judge correctly of the work an implement 
wiil perform, particularly the plow, without putting 
it to actual trial. Time and means not being at com- 
mand to do this, we content ourselves, and hope the 
exhibitors and Society will approve our course as based 
upon common sense, by reciting the excellencies or 
defects of the articles, commending where it seems 
worthy, and suggesting improvemeuts in some cases, 
but withholding premiums except where we find un- 
doubted merit. 
Piows. 
Fifty plows were entered by eight competitors. Of 
those manufactured in Maine, T. B, Hussey, North 
Berwick, presented seven; assorted sizes, from light 
horse to heavy sod. Kendall & Whitney, Portlaod, 
resented five, made by Mr. Hussey, assorted sizes. 
iah Frye & Son, Portland, presented six, assorted 
sizes, three sod and three stubble. F.C. Merrill, So. 
Paris, presented six, assorted sizes, sod and stuble. 
These several lots, made in Western Maine, are sim- 
ilar in patern and finish, are well received and highly 
esteemed by the farmers. These plows have greater 
width of sole than those exhibited from out of the 
State, giving thereby a wider, open furrow-slice to fall 
over more readily. They are easily guided, requiring 
on land free from stones, but little outlay of strength 
by the plowman, often running considerable distances 
without any attention. We commend these plows as 
well adapted to the soils of Maine. 


ManuFACTuURES OUT OF THE STATE. 


F. F. Holbrook & Small, Boston, Mase,, present 12 
plows; seven the National Prize plows, changeable for 
sod, stubble, and sod and subsoil plowing, with Mich- 
igan attachment, assorted sizes, with wood or iron 
beam. A removable chilled shoe protects the sole up- 
on the land side, which must add much to the dura 
bility, economy and perfect working of these plows.

preeminence when it is known aad appreciated. 

F. F. Littlefield of Portland, presents a Sulky plow. 
The sulky, and not the plow, is its peculiar character- 
istic. The sulky is a frame mounted upon a single 
pair of wheels, beneath which any plow may be sus- 
pended by chains, raised and lowered by levers, and 
guided by pendant iron braces, all under the control 
of the driver. It is claimed that by this device the 
labor of a plowman is saved. It was not successful 
on trial at the plowing match, owing, as it appeared, 
to the bad condition of the plow. Wethink there may 
be merit in the device, and hope it may receive fur- 
ther trial. All such attempts at saving hamaa.labor 
we look upon with fovor, and would encourage, 

With the same object in view—eoonomy of labor, 
Mr, E. Maxwell, Cape Elizabeth, presents a plow, with 
& jointed beam, attached behind a single pair of wheels, 
with a bearing truck behind the plow and & lever ex- 
tending to the driver’s seat, by which device the ex- 
hibitor claims that the labor of a plowman is dispensed 
with. We did not see the machine in operation, and 
decline to hazard an opinion as to its merits. 

Lather Whitman & Son, Winthrop, presett one 
side-hill plow, the peculiar characteristic of which is, 
& device by which the coulter changes position when 
the plow is changed from right to left, and vice versa.

The harrow was formerly an implement having & 
wood or iron frame, set with satetak teeth as used for 
tearing in pieces turfs, pulverizing clods, and in lev- 
elling and smoothing the surface of plowed land. Its 
action upon new rough land was and is satisfactory; 
but upon old fields it was observed that, from the 
pointed form of the teeth, while it pulverized the sur- 
face, it compacted the strata beneath; this has led to 
+ change in the form of the teeth verging towards the 
sultivator; and this change has so changed the char- 
wter of the implement, that at the present day it is 
lifficult to determine which is the harrow and which 
8 the cultivator. This point we leave for the exhib- 
tors to settle, and take the implement by the name 
ander which it is entered. And, while we accord to 
the spike-toothed harrow its full merit in its appro- 
priate place, we at the same time express our devided 
preference, all things considered, for the cultivating 
aarrow, or the implement which, while pulverizing 
ind levelling, also ioosens instead of compacting the 
soil We decline to award the Sosity’s premium, for 
the same reason which governed in the consideration 
of plova.

Instead of teeth or coulters, it 
has sharp-edged, circular, concave dises, revolving on 
steel journals, and set at such an angle with the line 
if draught as to fully puluerize the soil, by cutting, 
, ifting and tarning it over in fine, small farrows. 
‘ The inventor claims that, with this evolving princip!e 

he same amount of work is accompli » in a better 

manner, with a saving of from fifty to seventy-five per 
vent. of power. We think favorably of the principle 
involved, and hope the implement may be thoroughly 
tested by actual use here in Maine.

Horse Hors anp Cuttivators Compinep 


Were exhibited by D. R. Allen, Cxmberland, and 
by T. C. Merrill, So. Paris, both of Maine. The form- 
er is changeable from hoe to cultivator, and seems 
well adapted to either work. The latter has some fea- 
tures peculiar to itself. First, the circular or arched 
draft-bar, by which it is claimed that clogging is 
avoided ; second, the gcaded length of teeth, working 
deeper in the centre than at the sides; third, the ad- 
justing rod by which the depth of work is controlled. 
{t has also the changes usual in other hoes. We are 
favorably impressed with the implement, and believe 
that for all work, level, side-hill, stony and turfy, it 
will prove a great acquisition to our stock of farm 
tools.

Learn a Trade. 

Every young man who aspires to be a good farmer 
should learn how to use tools. It is wonderful how 
convenient it is to be able to use a carpenter’s or @ 
shoemaker’s tools. Every boy should know enough to 
make a box with a good joint. To be able to stitch 
together a strap so as not to be obliged to go away 
from home for the purpose is sometimes very conven- 
jent. In Turkey every man from the lowest subject 
to the Chief Sultan himself, is required to learn a 
trade. Such was the case with.the ancient Jews. 
Queen Victoria’s sons are required to serve an appren- 
ticeship at some trade. y 

A knowledge of some trade serves ta cultivate and 
improve the judgment which will hereafter be pat in 
exercise in a thousand different ways but little thought 
of beforehand. From sheer necessity the farmer must 
be a ‘‘Jack at all trades”’ to a certain extent, Noth- 
ing is so convepient about a farm establishment as a 
set of carpenter’s tools. With their aid and a little 
lumber he can introduce a great many conveniences 
into and around his house, that he would go without 
a lifetime were it not for his set of tools. It helps him 
to keep the old adage in view that a ‘‘stitch in time 
saves nine.’’ A set of small but good tools, both for 
the farm and the shop have a wonderful effect in aid- 
ing us in our daily labor. Suppose a screw needs 
taking off from some implement. How much waste of 
time may be saved in having a wrench at command 
with which to remove it, instead of running to the 
neighbors to borrow one without being sure you will 
obtain it. 

We have been surprised to see how many eminent 
men had a trade when young. It gave a bent as well 
as served to unfold their minds to something noble and 
elevating as they advanced in years, Franklin’s 
trade of a printer was an apprenticeship to that of: be- 
ing a philosopher. Prof. Henry, of the Smithsonian 
Institute, was a silversmith by trade. This enabled 
him to make those magnetic and otber discoveries in 
science, inasmuch as he could devise his own instru- 
ments. We know of a man who when a boy, became 
a turner of wood work, and when he entered college 
he nearly supported himself the first year by spend- 
ing his leisure hours in turning bed-posts. That man 
is now President of a flourishing University. We 
know another President of a University, a distinguish- 
ed scholar, who was a ship carpenter till he was twen- 
ty-five years old. His trade never hurt him. 

Our most successful farmers will generally be found 
capable of using tools, and if they have learned a 
trade, all the better for them. 

We believe that every young man who enters our 
agricultural colleges should have to make something 
at the carpenter’s bench. It will prove to be among 
the valuable acquisitions of human learning because it 
will always have a practical bearing. Few men pass 
through life without fiading themselves in a condition 
requiring some ingenuity and executive ability to 
avoid difficulty or to get out of it when once in. A 
mechanical trade will often come into play at such 
times, Therefore we advise every young farmer to 
have some trade, even if he spend but a short time in 
learning &. 





Hours or Stupy. We have more than once con- 
, ‘emned in our columns the ‘thigh pressure system’’ 
of American education at the present day; regarding 
it as injurious both to the physical health and mental 
advancement of our pupils. We are heartily glad, 
therefore, that anything looking to a reform in this 
matter is being discussed by educators, and shall be 
"rejoiced if the plan soon to be put in operation in 
Germany can be adopted in our own country. It ap- 
pears that the result of recent experiments as to the 
hours of study in the Germrn schools have led to the 
decision to hereafter abolish all afternoon classes. 
The experiments made in the way of determining this 
matter are said to have fully established the fact that 
the fewer the hours beyond the four or five in the 
morning that were devoted to study the greater was 
the progress made by the students. This change in 
the German system of education will excite great at- 
_ tention among educators everywhere, and it may be 
that in the not very distant fature the time will come 
when school children and students will do all their 
legitimate lesson’ work in the first half of the day. 
It will be much better for the. children if this rule be 
adopted. The system which now prevails in some of 
our schools of ‘giving children long ‘‘home lessons,” 
> ov compelling-thenrto study at home to make up for 
deficiencies at séhool, is not only wrong, but very in- 
jurious.to the physical system, and should -at once 
and forever be done away. School children when at 
home should not feel bound to books and lessene.

panion to us while here. He claims to have raised in 
1837 the largest crop of grain ever secured by one 
man in Maine. He raised-eleven hundred bushels of 
wheat; wheat and oats together, five hundred and 
ninety bushels; eighty-six and @half bushels of rye, 
from two bushels sown—making a total of seventeen 
hundred and seventy-six” ‘bushels. Reckoning his 
wheat with the oats at two-fifths, he had a total of 
thirteen hundred and thirty-six. bashels of wheat alone, 
His clean wheat averaged that year thirty-six bushels 
to the acre, and his wheat and outs over sixty bushels 
to the acre. Excellent and sure crops of corn are 
raised here, and we noticed that garden vegetables 
thrive here remarkably well. There is not so good a 
chance for raising hay. The frost throws out the roots 
badly, owing to the loose texture of the soil, Asa 
whole, it is a good farming town, and contains an en- 
terprising and intelligent population. 

Riding out in a northerly direction towards the 
town of Prentiss, we passed over one of the numerous 
horsebacks in this pirt of the State. What was curi- 
ous, the Mattakeunk stream ran close to the base of 
the horseback in one direction, and the Mattagoodus 
stream on the other side, but running in the opposite 
direction. A cute fellow had cut a short canal across 
the horseback, and let the water from one stream into 
the other, to supply his mill. 

Among those whom we met here was Mr. Robinson, 
who defended Secretary Seward’s family from assas- 
sination in the Lincola conspiracy. He described the 


| scene in a peculiarly quiet manner, but in such a way 


as to leave an imprcssion roteasily effaced. His state- 
ment that in a few minutes after President Lincoln 
was shot; the whole city, which had been perfectly 
quiet, was literally shaken with the rumbling of ar- 
tillery, showed what was the power of the people at 
such atrying moment. Foreign ministers were in- 
spired with confidence in the stability of our govern- 
ment by this act. Mr. Robinson received several 
wounds during the war, and sheuld receive more than 
he does for his services. 

By the politeness of Dr. Jones, of Springfield, we 
took a ride to Carrol. This town was settled about 
thirty-five years ago, under peculiar circumstances. 
Some twenty men had become dispossessed of their ti- 
tle to their farms in the town of Leeds, and the State 
sold them lots in the present town of Carrol. It is 
among the best agricultural towns in this part of the 
State. The land is rolling, and well adapted to grass, 
potatoes, oats and wheat. Orchards do not succeed 
so well. An air of thrift generally pervades the town. 
It has no lawyer, doctor nor minister in town, and 
what we think cannot be said of any other town in the 
State, it never had a town pauper. 

From‘a hill we could distinctly see several of the 
Schoodic lakes that extend to the eastern boundary. 
On the farm of Mr. Homer Gates we visited a lime 
quarry. The'vein is about four rods wide, and has 
been opened about six rods in length. Some four 
thousand casks of lime have been burned from this 
quarry. He hadakiln nearly ready to burn. By 
proper drainage, which can easily be effected, a large 
amount of limestone could easily be quarried. The 
limestone is of very good quality, quite unifurm in 
character, and if properly buroed and sorted out, an 
excellent quality of lime could be produced. There is 
a demand for all that is manufactured here. We were 
invited to visit a black Jexd mine in the vicinity, but 
it proved to be the binoxide of manganese. It is used 
among other things as a polishing powder, and has 
been sold for that purpose. We could not ascertain 
the extent of the deposits. . 

The roads here are excellent, and the town only 
needs railroad communication to be one of the best in 
the eastern part of the State. The soil, like that of 
Lee and Springfield, is underlaid by argillaceous slate 
which easily decomposes and adds to the fertility of 
the soil.

Grasshopper Pracus. Texas is again being 
swept over by grasshoppers, and a letter written from 
Belknap in that State describes the advent of the pest. 
On the 15th ult., at three o’clock in the afternoon, 
the writer saw in the distant west what he supposed 
to be the smoke of an immense fire, but which a few 
minutes’ observation showed could not be smoke. In 
about two hours it had approached near enough to 
show that it was a dense mass of moving matter.— 
From the ground upward as far as the eye could see, 
on account of their demseness, was an almost solid 
mars of living, moving insects—grasshoppers. All 
who saw the sight agree that for every square inch of 
surface over which they were flying, there must have 
been no less than one bushel of grasshoppers. Tins 
body of insects was moving ahead of a northwest wind. 
They were some three miles wide, and as long, each 
way as the horizon. They passed in a northeast di- 
rection, but left millions behind.

The foundation will be completed this fall, 
and work upon the superstructure will commence with 
the earliest opportunity in spring. Thus our expec- 
tations of the improvement of our magnificent water 
power begin to. assume tangible form, and business in 
our midst is reviving in comsequence—-A few weeks 
since, six head of valuable eattle were stolen from Mr. 
B. F. Willey of Cherryfield, and the thieves tracked 
to this city, where they had disposed of three of the 
animals to Mr. J, G. Adams, who had butchered 
them, Two others were found at Manchester, and the 
thieves, who proved to be Geo, W. Shorey and Louis 
Cushman, were arrested in Leeds. They were taken 
to this city, and are now in jail. It is said the former 
has before been engaged in the same business, and 
left the country some years since to escape imprison- 
ment for a similar offen:e,—On Tuesday last, Charley 
H., soa of Mr, Sherburne L. Rowe, while playing near 
a hot water tank in connection with the railroad re- 
pair shop, unconsciously turned the faucet of the same, 
when the scalding water immediately came out upon 
his head and back, scalding him in a most frightful 
manner. His cries of distress brought instant help, 
when he was carried home, Drs. Webster and Bell 
called, and everything done chat was possible to alle- 
viate his. sufferings. The accideut occurred at 114 
o’clock A. M., and the little fellow lived until about 
8 o’clock the same evening, when death brought re- 
lief to his tortures. He was three years of age.— 
—The new orgin presented to St. Mark’s Church, by 
Mr. Horace Williams, a native of this city, has been 
set up, and with the screen cost nearly $3000. The 
organ was built by Hall, Labogh & Co, New York, 
and is an instrument of great power and fine tone.— 
On Wednesday of last week, an accident occurred 
at the steam saw mill in this city which came near 
proving fatal. A young lad of about twelve years of 
age, named Aaron Hamilton, while foolishly playing 
near a portion of the shafting of the mill, was caught 
in the belting, and carried some three handred revo- 
lutions through a space fourteen inches wide and 
eighteen long, tearing all the clothing from his body 
except one boot. When rescued he was found to have 
sustained severe bruises, in various parts of the body, 
including a broken arm, which was re-set by Dr. 
Brickett, and. the boy is now doing well. ‘Truly it 
was a wonderful eseape.—Mr. J. L. Seavey, who re- 
cently assumed control of the Augusta House, has 
withdrawn from its management, leaving the house 
to be run by the proprietors. We learn that some 
misunderstanding as to the terms of the contract lead 
to this result. 





Tue Bases 1x THe Woops. A correspondent of the 
Portsmouth (N. H.) Times says the ‘town of Atkin- 
sop, in that State was thrown into excitement on Mon- 
day afternoon of last week by the announcement that 
two little children of Rufus “lorse, aged three and 
four and one-half years, were missing since early that 
morning, and though dozens of people had searched 
for them several hours, no trace could be found of the 
missing babes. Before dark nearly all the inhabitants 
of Atkinson were engaged in the search, young and 
old, rich and poor, all turned out. The moon set that 
evening about eight o’clock, but until about eleven 
the searc' was continued, but was fruitless. The par- 
ents were nearly distracted, but all efforts made failed 
to bring the slightest clue to the lost ones. When 
nearly all had given up and no hopes were entertained 
of their being found that night, a Hampstead man, 
named Tristam Little, plunged into a swamp about 
one andahalf miles from the home of Morse, and 
there, in about a foot of mad and water, found the 
little ones exhausted and almost dead. The three- 
year-cld was about half immersed in the water and 
was sleeping with its head resting ona log. How 
they came there they cannot tell, except that the four- 
year-old says he kept going and thought he saw a 
light which he tried to reach. Wet, cold and hun- 
gry, these babes in the woods must have siept the 
sleep of death had the search been given over until the 
following day. 





Tue Octoper Evections. An election was held 
in West Virginia on the 22d inst. The Republicans 
claim to have carried the State by a majority of from 
8000 to 5000, electing the three members of Congress 
and a majority in each branch of the Legislature, 
thus securing a United States Senator in place of Mr. 
Van Winkle, whose term expires on the 4th of March 
next. On the other hand, the New York World 
claims the State for the democrats by a majority of 
8000; also a majority on the joint ballot of the Legis- 
lature, and a gain of one or more members of Con- 


In Ohio, the official republican majority is stated at 
17,450, and in Indiana 1,020 majority. It is reported 
that the election of Governor in the latter State will 
be contested by the democratic candidate before the 
Legislature. 


The new Masonic Hall at West Waterville was

It should be more generally known that the track 
was lately plowed and was in very bad order, so that 
none of the horses could make very fast time; but I 
have the satisfaction of knowing that my horse dis- 
tanced a number of horses in this race that have trot- 
ted faster than 2.30, In all of these trots he did not 
break, yet at this fair was his first race.

Back of the 
town of Son Leandro, in the northern part of Alameda 
county, are numerous fissures in the earth, from some 
of which issued a cloud of dust, and from others vol- 
umes of water. San Leandro creek, which has been 
dry for a month, as is usual at this season of the year, 
is now a rapidly running stream.

The brick buildings are all thrown down, and a han- 
dred other tenements have been rendered uninhabita- 
ble. ‘Numerous wooden structures were slso much 
damaged. 

At Hayward’s there is only one building remaining 
uninjured. The towns of Alameda, Brooklyn and 
Oaksland all suffered severely, and the destruction of 
property in the towns of San Jose and Redwood was 
very great, 

The brick and adobe buildings in Old Mission, San 
Jose, some miles east of the town of San Jose, are a 
mass of ruins. At Sacramento City, Stockton and 
Marysville the injuries to buildings were slight and the 
losses small, 

In the towns of Peteluma, Healdsburg, Santa Rosa, 
Vallejo and Martinez the full force of the shock was 
felt. Chimneys and walls were thrown dowa and the 
damage was considerable, 

At Los Angelos and Visalea no damage was done. 
Santa Cruz and Watsonville suffered very slightly. In

Paraguayan forces, brought out by the close of the 
war. We copy froma letter dated Buenos Ayres, 


Sept. 13, in the New York Herald the following more 


elaborate details of Lopez's atrocious conduct: 

“The war on Paraguay is closing with the bloodiest 
chapters of history. The defence by Lopez of his na- 
tive land, rising to grandevr when 1t has been marked 
by justice, is now assuming the relentless cruelty and 
heartlessness of the tigers of the same jungles. It ap- 

rs now, as the curtain rises on the interior, that 
the unanimity of the Paraguayans was not only from 
ardent love of Lopez, but also from intelligent fear of 
him. His rule as President has been absolute, and, 
as occasion offered, he has not shrunk from inflicting 
punishments of any kind or degree. We have heard 
rumors of reoent conspiracies aguinst him, but now we 
have the sapguinary details. 

While the Paraguayan army was at Tebicuari, on 
July 1, Lopez heard of an extensive conspiracy against 
him at the capital, Asuncion. He first called to his 
camp the commander of the post, Captain Gomez, 
who was conveyed in irons, examined by, torture and 
died under its infliction, Col. Denis. of Cerso Leon 
was next arrested, and he and all hie subordinates 
were shot. On the same day two brothers of Lopez 
arrived at headquarters in chains, and the aid-de- 
camp of one of them was instantly executed. Many 
of the principal men of Asuncion were involved, and 
large numbers of them were summarily executed. All 
Argentines and all citizens of Uruguay found at Asun- 
ciun were shot. Two men of Corrientes escaped. The 
Bishop was placed under arrest in his own house, and 
three priests were arrested and tortured to elicit the 
truth. These atrocious crimes drove some to seek 
shelter in the United States Legation; but they were 
torn out and fared no better for the 
Stars and Stripes, The first batch of prisoners Jed out 
for execution consisted of fifty persons of the best fam - 
ilies, and from among the early and fast friends of 
Lopez. For the next eight or ten days the executions 


were frequent, and among them were many foreign-|: 


ers, and- even the Vice Consul of Portugal, watil the 
brutal. soldiery reveled in their bloody work and 
heaped insults of every kind on the suspected. The 
executions were preceded and attended by the most 
incredible cruelties and tortures. 

At Tebicuari Fort, after it bad been abandoned, the 
allies found 800 bodies recently killed by various 
modes, and half buried in a ditch. They were bodies 
of white persons, and the delicate hands und feet indi- 
cated that here the best Paraguayan blood had been 
shed by Paraguayan hands. Also at San Fernando 
were found sixteen bodies more of the same kind. 
The Vice Consul of Portugsl and other foreigners were 
dragged out.of the office and from under the flag of 
the United States Legation. _ Since the arrest of Pres- 
ident Lopez's two brothers they have not-been seen at 
large, and it is supposed that they are already exe- 
cured or are incatcerated in one of the subterranean 
Ungeons with which that country has abounded for 
he last Sty years, It iseaid thatall the married 
sisters of Lopes are also in prison, a8 are also a large 
number of the most respeetable ladies of the country. 
These atrocities indicate the te condition of the 
country, and gre a sed ‘of the heroic defence 
made for these three y the Paraguayans.”’

At #bout the same time, other Cath- 
olic countries, beginning to feel their tyrannical exac- 
tions and determined to rid themselves of their infla- 
ence, expelled them from their domain also, Bat in 

1814, the Pope, Pius VIL, restored to them their cun- 
fiscated property, and called upon:all Gatholic princes 
to afford them protection and relief Such a command 
was binding upon the Catholic conscience, and the 
Jesuits proud and defiant re-entered the countries 
whence they had been expelled, and in Spin and else- 
where have not ceased to exercise a powerful infiuence. 
The force of revolution has again driven them away, 
and perhaps the new influence of liberty may be suffi- 
cient to restore tieir pressure, and secure for unhap- 
py Spain the advantages of at least a more-enlightened 
Catholicism. Since the above was written we have 
news that one of the Catholic Bishops of Spain has de- 
clared himself against the new government, and is 
organizing an armed resistance. Douhtless be will 
have the support against the Junta of all those who 
prefer the uuquestioned domination of Catholicism to 
liberty and progress for the people of Spain. This 
class is dangerously large. .

The Work of one Mechanic. 


What vast results may flow from the patient, per- 
severing industry of one humble mechanic, has sel- 
dom received a more forcible demonstration than in a 
book now before the public in a new edition. How 
thoroughly railways and locomotive engines have rev- 
olutionized the land traffic, transportation and travel 
of the whole civilized world within the last forty years 
need not be told, for it is within the knowledge of 
every one. Still there are considerable numbers who 
have no adequate idea of the tremendous magnitude 
of that revolution. It is but thirty-eight years since 
the Liverpool and Manchester railway was opened, by 
a trial trip, with the first rude attempt at a locomo- 
tive for passenger travel, and yet there are now not 
less than a hundred thousand miles of railway track 
in operation. Of this enormous length of iron road- 
way, the United States possess @ greatly larger pro- 
portion than any other country, as great indeed as 
nearly all others combined. But the statistics of the 
English roads furnish the readiest means for popular 
illustration of the vast change, and the immense in- 
crease in transportation and travel within the period 
named. In 1866 there were in Great Britain between 
thirteen and fourteen thousand miles of railway, re- 
quiring 8,125 locomotives, 19,228 passenger carriages, 
and 242,947 burden cars and trucks, for moving goods 
and merchandize, and all that we in this country de- 
nominate as ‘‘freight.’”” In that year the number of 
passengers carried over the British railways amount- 
ed to the enormous aggregate of three hundred and 
thirteen millions six hundred and ninety-nine thou- 
sand two hundred and sixty-eight, or a number of 
passengers equal to one-third of the population of the 
globe. The aggregate distance run by the passenger 
aud freight trains, was 142,807,853 miles. This is 
probably not more than a quarter of the whole amount 
of railway work now done in the countries where they 
are in use, . 
Having made this brief reference to the extent of 
the railway system, and the revolution it has brought 
about, we may trace back the brief but wonderfully 
rapid course of its progress, until we find at the other 
end of the linea poor boy, engaged in the coarsest 
manual labor, at the mouth of a coal mine, who, in 
the year 1800, at the age of eighteen, did not know 
the letters of the alphabet. This boy was George 
Stephenson, the father of the present railway system. 
He was the son of a fireman, tending a mining engine 
near Newcastle-on-the Tyne. He had been successive- 
ly herd boy, coal picker, horse driver, assistant fire- 
man, “‘plugman’’ and brakesman, before he had ac- 
uired the first rude elements of a school education. 
t was the ambition of his youthful life to become 
an engine man, and to reach this, to him, proud ele- 
vation, he devoted all the patient industry, the perse- 
vering application, and the intelligent inquiry that a 
boy so circumstanced could bring to the work. The 
steam engine he had to deal with was a stationary en- 
gine use to raise the coal from the mine, and a rude 
contrivance compared with the grand stationary steam 
engines of the present day. But the uncultured, un- 
tutored, but thoughtfal and ambitious boy, made that 
rough machine the study of his young life. He close- 
ly watched its every motion, trying to trace it back to 
the moving cause, and to understand the use and the 
necessity for every part. To familiarize himself still

Chung-Lock, better known as Chy-Lung, a noted 
character in San Francisco, died recently in that city, 
leaving property valued at $500,000. His funeral is 
thus described: 

“The remains of Chung-Lock, clad in costly robes 
of embroidered satin, were laid on a mattrass in the 
store, and were covered with a rich, red satin fabric. 
The usual incense sticks and colored wax candles were 
burning at the foot of the body, and vessels containing 
tea, pork, rice and eggs, were by the side. There was

which was a Chinese inscription. These were burned 
by the friends of deceased, as they arrived to view the 
remains, and the ashes placed in a cauldron close at 
hand. The Buddhist priest, clad in a blue satin robe, 
arrived at 11.30 A. M., and commenced the perform- 
ance of the ceremonies. He used a bell and cymbals, 
as he proceeded, and from time to time passed burn- 
ing masses of paper over the corpse. He stood before 
a table on which was a quantity of articles, and chant- 
ed prayers ina clear and not unmusical voice. At 
the conclusion the body was placed in a metallic coffin, 
which was ornamented with silver plate and handles.
